The District School Board of 
Niagara is giving the commu¬ 
nity a chance to help name its 
newest high school. 

In September the Ontario 


Ministry of Education 
announced It will invest $20.6 
million in a new hi$i school in 
Fort Erie that will accommo¬ 
date 750 students. 

The school is expected to 
open in September 2017, and 
the DSBN is asking for the 
public’s help to name the 
school saidFortErie Secondary 
School principal Fred Louws. 

The decision to build a new 
high school in Fort Erie was 


the result of an accommoda¬ 
tion review conducted by the 
District School Board of 
Niagara's Accommodation 
Review Committee.

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Candidates debate taxes, EDTC 


Taxes, unity, waterfront 

Economic Development and 
Tourism Corporation were 
some of the issues that arose 
during the all candidates 
night at Stevensville 
Memorial Hail. 

The debate, which saw 
candidates in Wards 4,5 and 
6 square off last Thursday 
night, was the first of three all 
candidates nights hosted by 
the Greater Fort Erie 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Ward 4 candidate Marina 
Butier said the town has lost 
a lot of business and council 
needs to “find a way to 
encourage companies to 
come to town” to lower taxes 


“We need to bring well 
meaning employment that 
pays higher wages to our citi- 


Hiil said the town’s current 
council “hasbroughtforward 
one of the lowest municipal 
tax increases in eight years” 
this year. 

To get taxes in order, Ward 
5 candidate Steve Boyd 
thinks councillors “need to 
look in the books and go 
from there," while fellow 
Ward 5 candidate Kim Carey 
believes town staff and coun¬ 
cil “need to stop wasting 
money on lawsuits that could 
have been prevented." 

Ward 5 incumbent Don 
Lubberts said taxes are an 
important election issue for 
voters and the current coun¬ 
cil has worked hard to pro¬ 
vide one of the lowest tax 
increases the town has seen 
“in the last eight years.” 

Fellow Ward 5 candidate 
John Wilkie said council 
needs to “stop all the non¬ 


sense and work together.” 

Ward 6 incumbent Paul 
Collard said getting taxes 
under control is “a compli¬ 
cated answer.” 

“At each budget time, we 
went through the budget line 
by line to find cost savings. In 
2013, we had a $1.3 million 
surplus." 

Ward 6 candidate George 
Jardine said the slots reve¬ 
nues were an essential part 
of Fort Erie’s revenue and 
they need to return to the 
community. 

Ward 6 candidates Chris 
Knutt and Thea Lockwood 
agreed the town needs to 
develop partnerships and 
work with developers to 
encourage development to 
help the tax base grow. 

“We need to come together 
with the region" Knutt said 
about the importance of 
forming a partnership with 
the region. 

“We need economic and 
urban development, and to 
work with developers," 
Lockwood said. “We 
shouldn’t close the door and 
kick them (developers) in the 
butt on their way out.” 

The candidates agreed a 
division exists between resi¬ 
dents living in Greater Fort 
Erie. 

Butier said communica¬ 
tion between the town and 
residents “has been a sore 
spot” in the community and 
technology needs to be uti¬ 
lized to close a widening 

gap- 

Hill said communication is 
essential to unifying the 
community and everyone— 
from residents, councillors 
and even the media—needs 
to step into a leadership role 
to become more involved. 

Boyd, Carey, Collard, 
Knutt, Lockwood, and Wilkie 
agreed the next council 


needs to work together and 
leave personal agendas 
behind when debating on 

Lubberts said “old time 
politics doesn’t work any¬ 
more.” By utilizing social 
media, Lubberts believes 
voters can become more 
informed. 

Hill said he wouldn’t sup¬ 
port another condominium 
project like the 12-storey 
condominium that was pro¬ 
posed for Bay Beach and 
scrapped last December. 
Lubberts said he also didn’t 
support another Bay Beach 
project but he believes Fort 
Erie “still needs a waterfront 

Boyd, Carey and Wilkie 
agreed a plan for waterfront 
development was vital to the 
growth for the community. 

“I want to see something 
happen and I want to see it 
happen now,” Boyd added. 

All of the candidates except 
for Jardine agreed that 
municipal funds should be 
used to support the Fort Erie 
Race Track, and a business 
plan is essential in the sus¬ 
tainability of the track. 

“There is a place in Fort 
Erie for the racetrack,” Jardine 
said. “But the municipality 
shouldn’t sink money into 
the racetrack. We need the 
slots, which were the life¬ 
blood of this community." 

When asked about his 
opinion on the EDTC, Hill, 
who is a council representa¬ 
tive on the organization's 
board, said the public should 
be asked its view on the 
EDTC. 

He added that confidenti¬ 
ality agreements keep him 
from briefing council about 
the EDTC's business. 

Butler, Boyd and Knutt said 
they supported the EDTC

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Region approves 
lakefront projects 

Fort Erie will be included in a number of waterfront 
enhancement projects thanks to funding from the 
Niagara Region. 

Fort Erie’s regional representative, lohn Teal, said 
regional council approved committing to spending up 
to $1 million each year over the course of 10 years as 
part of its lakefront enhancement strategy. 

Regional council approved $1.74 million on Oct. 2 
for shoreline enhancement projects in Fort Erie, 
Grimsby, St. Catharines and Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

Fort Erie will receive $50,000 for a Bay Beach master 
plan, along with $25,000 to access “that deals with 
three unopened road allowances" which are a result of 
encroachments from neighouring properties. 

Teal said Fort Erie was the first municipality to sub¬ 
mit an application to receive funding, and both of its 
submitted projects were accepted. 

The grant program is a cost share program and will 
be "split 50/50” between the region and a municipal¬ 
ity, according to Teal.

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Region to work with municipalities on inter-municipal transit 


The goal to finally have 
a workable and full- 
fledged intermunicipal 
transit system in Niagara 
took another step forward 
Thursday. 

A week after Niagara 
Region’s public works 
committee agreed to 
remove the words “pilot 
project” out of any refer¬ 
ence to an Inter-munici¬ 
pal transit system, region¬ 
al councillors approved a 
five-point concept plan 
that includes engaging 
area municipalities on 
building a region-wide 
model for all Niagara res- 

By giving staff the go- 
ahead to continue work¬ 
ing with the 12 munici¬ 
palities, chairman Gary 
Burroughs said Niagara 
Region is closer than ever 
to firing what he acknowl¬ 
edged has been a “dis¬ 
jointed” system with ser¬ 
vices scattered across the 
peninsula. 

“Transit is more than 
just small pieces working 
together. It needs an over¬ 
all look," he said. 

“Everyone is going to 
be involved in these dis¬ 
cussions and talks will 
continue to really decide 
what this looks like and if 


it’s going to be run by the 
private sector or a trans¬ 
portation organization 
made up of community 
players.” 

The Region initiated 
an intermunicipal transit 
pilot project in 2011. At 
the onset, the Region gave 
$3.7 million in grants to 
the Niagara Falls, St. 
Catharines and Welland 
transit systems for the 
purchase of eight buses to 
be used to connect those 
municipalities, as well as 
Fort Erie, Thorold and 
Port Colborne. 

The Region has pro¬ 
vided additional funding 
to the transit systems on a 


yearly basis since the pilot 


The program was ini¬ 
tially set to end this fall, 
but was extended until 
September 2015. 

Area municipalities 
would like the Region to 
play a role, not necessar¬ 
ily in operating the ser¬ 
vice, but in facilitating, 
providing funding, co¬ 
ordinating customer ser¬ 
vice, ensuring access to 
social services and pro¬ 
viding consistency with 
planning and economic- 
development objectives. 

The hope is to have a 
functional transit system 
that would, for example, 


allow workers in one area 
of the region to access a 
job in another. It could 
also be a key factor in 
convincing the province 
to extend daily GO rail 
service to Niagara. 

Also on the GO file, 
the Region backed 
Grimsby’s Official Plan to 
protect a corridor along 
the railway tracks for 
future GO expansion. 

“We have now con¬ 
firmed what Grimsby 
wants in the development 
of their community," said 
Burroughs. 

"It helps protect green 
space and it also protects 
the GO corridor. Grimsby, 


St. Catharines and Niagara 
Falls are the ideal stops 
for GO train.” 

The Region’s decision 
on inter-m unicipal tran¬ 
sit prompted Niagara 
Falls NDP MPP Wayne 
Gates to issue a statement 
challenging the province 
to approve regular GO 
train service to Niagara. 

“With Niagara 
Regional council commit¬ 
ting to permanent inter¬ 
municipal regional tran¬ 
sit, it's time for Premier 


(Kathleen) Wynne to do 
her part by bringing daily, 
two-way GO train service 
to Niagara,” he said. 
"Niagara community 
leaders are united when it 
comes to bringing daily 
GO train service to 
Niagara.” 

Gates called on the 
province to commit to a 
"clear time line for deliv¬ 
ery.”

because I live there. I pick 
up all the supplies that I 
need. Then I drive to Fort 
Erie and I prepare every¬ 
thing I need and then I go 
out into the community. 

Q: How many people does 
the Mobile Outreach Unit 
serve in Fort Erie? 

A: In Fort Erie, we serve 
anywhere from 80 to 90 
people and even up to 140 
people. We have more men 
than women, many of 
them who are single and 
living on the street." 

Q: How many of those 
people you serve are chil¬ 
dren? 

A: On average in Fort Erie, 
we serve 20 to 50 children 
depending on the week. A 
lot of them come from 
Crystal Beach and some 
come without an adult.

Q: Do you think the com¬ 
munity is aware the Mobile 
Outreach Unit is there? 

A: I don’t think people 
know we are there. We do 
work with the Kinsmen 
and Kinettes. These groups 
do try to get the word out 
about us. Mostly, people 
know about us through 
word of mouth. 

Q: What is the most diffi¬ 
cult or frustrating aspect of 
your job as a mobile out¬ 
reach worker? 

A: There are times when 
you see repeat clients and 
you’re hitting a wall in 
terms of the conversation 
you share with them. They 
are stuck in a situation and 
you can’t always help them 
the way you would like to. 
It’s mentally exhausting. It 


also takes a while to build 
that trust with clients and 
you hope to continue it for 
years to come, so if they 
need help, they aren’t 
afraid to ask and you can 
direct them toward servic¬ 
es that are out there.

A HEALTHY HEART IS A HAPPY HEART! 

Daily physical activity is the regular use that your heart needs to continue 
functioning properly. According to Canada’s Physical Activity Guidelines, 
adults 18-64 should be doing a total of at least 150 minutes of aerobic 
activity each week. Aim for about 30 minutes of exercise on most days 
of the week. Activities may include brisk walking, bike riding, dancing, or 
jogging.
